A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims1-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Alves 
(5,851 ,281 ) McKelvey et al (5,785,419) or Meade et al (5,669,969) or Andersonet al 
(5,641,584) or Styron (5,484,480) or Turner (5,391,245) or Johnson (5,346,549) or 
Thomas et al (5, 1 96,061 ) or Wilde (4,402,751 ) or Dodson et al (4,21 0,457) or Zieger et 
al (4,040,851) or Webster et al (4,028,130) or Ueda et al (3,873,351) or Ottenholm 
(3,403,205). 

All of the above references disclose the claimed process for preparing a cellulose 
aggregate concrete by purifying and admixing.
